TO THE LORDS COMMISSIONERS OF HER MAJESTY’S TREASURY. 

Mat it please your Lordships, 

We beg to submit the Sixty-sixth Annual Report of the Board. 


General Statement as to the Doties of the Board. 

The general scope of these duties may be gathered from the following extract from 
the Report of the Committee appointed in 1870 to inquire into the administration by 
the Board of the services with which it is charged : — 

“The variety of those services is very great. The Commissioners not only conduct all the 
business which is delegated to two separate Boards in Loudon (namely, the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Works and Public Buildings, and the Public Works L iana Commissioners), and part of 
that which is intrusted to the Inclosure Commissioners (9 it 10 Vic., o. 101), but they also have 
under their charge a considerable amouut of work which is not done in Great Britain at all by tliB 
Government, such as the maintenance of Inland Navigations, <kc. ; they are likewise members of the 
Board of Control for Lunatic Asylums, and of the Board of Control over the Royal Canal. 

“ To be charged with the lending of sinus of public money is, of itself, a trust, the importance of 
which it is not easy to overrate ; and when to this is added the control of an exjieiuhture of over 
^£200,000 a year ; the care of a large amount of valuable public property ; the interpretation and 
administration of very numerous Acts of Parliament ; and the conduct of much extraneous business, 
some idea may be formed of the responsibilities thrown on this Board. 

“ Moreover, the Board of Works occupies a position peculiar to itself. It is the only Department 
of the State which has under its charge loan operations us well as a large expenditure. In having to 
accommodate local authorities and individuals with capital, which they cannot so cheaply raise in the 
open market, and at the same time keep watch over a public expenditure, the Boaixl has more or less 
conflicting interests to deal with ; it has to consult the special interests of localities and persons and 
at the same time to protect the general interests of the public. Its duties, therefore, may at times be 
attended with more than ordinary difficulties.” 

Since the date of that report the duties of the Board have been largely increased 
both by automatic development and as the result of legislation. 

We may particalarly refer to the loans authorised by the 31st Section of the Land Law 
(Ireland) Act, 1881, the Sea Fisheries Ireland Act, 1883, the Ancient Monuments Acts, 
the numerous amendments and extensions of our powers to lend for local and educational 
purposes, and the important duties imposed upon us iu connection with the schemes of 
railway extension presented under the Tramways and Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 
1883, and the Light Railways (Ireland) Act, 1889, and finally, the Railways (Ireland) 
Act, 189(3. 
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Within the same period the duties of the Board have only been reduced by a recon- 
stitution of the Board of Control, of which only the Chairman is now a member 
though the whole accounting, draughtsman’s, and legal work is carried on by our stall 
and by the transfer to the Congested Districts Board of the Sea Coast and Fisheries 
Fund and of the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund, with the exception of £20,000 which 
remains under our control. 

In the Session of 1892 several Acts were passed affecting the status of the Board and 
their loan services. 

By the Public Works Loans Act, 1892 (55 and 56 Viet., cap. 61, section 8), the 
Commissioners were incorporated for all the various duties they discharge with 
perpetual succession, and a common seal, with power to hold land, and such incor- 
poration is thereby made retrospective as regards previous contracts or securities. 

By the Ancient Monuments Protection Act, 1892 (55 and 56 Viet., cap. 46), the 
Ancient Monuments Protection Act, of 1882, has been extended, and by such extension 
the Commissioners have already become guardians of, and are thus enabled to protect 
and preserve monuments of historic and artistic interest which would otherwise be liable 
to be destroyed or become ruinous. 

By the Drainage and Improvement of Lands (Ireland) Act, 1892 (55 and 56 Viet., 
cap. G5), tenants by agreement with their landlords or by order of the Board can 
promote and carry out Schemes for Arterial Drainage, under the Arterial Drainage Act 
of 1863, and the Acts amending and extending same. 

By the same Acts, Sec. 11, we were given power to apportion charges for Drainage 
Maintenance on portions of lands liable to such a charge. 

The Seed Potatoes (Ireland) Act, 1895 (58 Vic., c. 2) permitted the Board during 
the Spring of 1895 to make advances to Poor Law Unions for the purchase of Seea 
Potatoes. 

The Railways (Ireland) Act, 1896, of which a fuller account will be found at page 9 
of this Report, placed a further sum of £500,000 at the disposal of the Irish Govern- 
ment for the development of steamer and coach as well as railway communication, and 
by Section 7 conferred upon the Board the power of holding an inspection of the 
condition, working, maintenance and development of any line the construction of 
which has been aided under the Acts of 1883, 1889, or 1896, and, if the result be 
unsatisfactory, of making a report to the Lord Lieutenant, who may, if he sees fit, 
appoint a Manager or Receiver of the line, and define his powers by Order in Council. 

We proceed to deal with the transactions of the year 1897-8 in the order adopted 
by the Reports of late years : — 

I. Voted Services, i.e. f services for which provision is made by Act of 
Parliament. 

II. Light Railways and Tramways. 

III. Non- voted Services, i.e,, services provided for from other sources than 

Parliamentary votes. 

IV. Loans. 

Our report, like that of last year, consists of statements and observations on 
matters under each of the four Divisions just set forth, which appear to deserve 
special notice. Details as to the various services are given in the Appendices 

The votes for “Public "Works and Buildings” and “ Public Works Office,” may be 
regarded as the normal and permanent Parliamentary provisions administered by 
Board. The vote for Railways (Ireland) appeared for the first time after the passing ° 
the Light Railways and Tramways Act of 1883, and was continued by the operation of 
the Light Railways Act of 1889, and certain other statutes. The sums allocated b) 
Parliament under these statutes are now virtually exhausted. 
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I.— VOTED SERVICES. 

This head comprises the services created by, or maintained from, annual votes of 
Parliament. The following Table shows the expenditure for the last and two 
preceding years : —

Postal Stores. 

In the year 1895 it became necessary to arrange lor the provision of accommodation 
for Postal Stores in Dublin, the existing stores being quite inadequate, and in other 
respects unsatisfactory. 

Plans were drawn up, and generally approved by the Post Office, the estimated cost 
of which was £10,000. This was exclusive of the cost of site, which was to be 
obtained by utilizing part of a plot of ground occupied by the Telegraph Department 
in Buckiugham-street. Adjoining this site is Aldborough House, one of the last of 
the great private mansions erected in Dublin. The cost of erection must have been 
very great, both from the extent of the buildings, which include four floors, a theatre, 
private chapel, &e., and from the material employed, chiefly cut stone, with elaborate 
internal decorations. For many years the house was occupied as a school, and tor 
the last forty years by the War Department as a barrack and depot for the Army 
Service Corps. Recent changes in the system of furnishing supplies to the Dublin 
Garrison rendered the retention of Aldborough House unnecessary, ancl the War 
Department at the end of 1895 were about to surrender it and to pay a large sum, 
estimated at not less than £2,500, for dilapidation. This proposal having come to 
the kuowledge of the Board, an inspection of the premises was made m conjunction 
with the Postal officials, and it was found that a transfer of the lease to the Postmaster- 
General would enable full provision to be made for Postal stores, and also tor otnce 
accommodation for the Engineering Department of the Post Office and other officials 
now scattered in various rented offices through the city. 
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Your Lordships having given your general approval to the scheme, the War Office 
lease was transferred to the Postmaster-General, and the adaptation of the buildin* 
for Post Office purposes was commenced by the Board. 

Up to the 31st March, 1898, a sum of £3,871 11s. 6d. had been expended, and a 
further sum of £3.250 will be spent during the present financial year, making a total in 
round figures of £7,000 

The general results of the scheme are as follows : — 

1. The Telegraph Store Department retains a site which it could not very well have 
spared. 

2. Accommodation has been provided for Postal stores more than 25 per cent, in 
excess of that contemplated under the original estimate of £10,000, and further 
additional accommodation can be provided if necessary by utilising the existing sheds. 

3. Ample office accommodation has been provided for three Surveyors of the General 
Post Office and their respective staffs ; for the Superintending Engineer and his staff, 
with room for six or seven mechanics, twenty linemen, a. workshop, packing-room, &c. 
Some of these officers have been removed from the offices in Saokville-street — where 
space is very valuable — and the rent formerly paid for office accommodation for the 
remainder considerably more than counterbalances the rent paid for Aldborough House 
under the lease. 

4. The theatre of Aldborough House has been made available to meet the Christmas 
pressure in the Parcels Post Department, for whicli previously accommodation had to 
be hired at an -average cost of £100 per annum. The convenience of this arrangement 
is increased by the nearness of Aldborough House to the Parcels Post Depot at Amiens- 
stree.t. 

5. The concentration of the various departments results in considerable convenience 
for the administration of the Post Office. 

National Gallery. 

The question of the enlargement of the National Gallery with a view to the proper 
exhibition of works of art already acquired, and provision for future expansion of the 
collections has been for some year’s engaging the attention of the Governing .Body, and 
immediate action lias become necessary in consequence of the acceptance of the gift of 
the Countess of Milltown, under which the Gallery will acquire some important 
paintings, and a valuable collection of other works of art, furniture, &c. Under the 
terms of the gift special accommodation has to bo provided for the Milltown Collection, 
and this obligation, coupled with the actual present necessities of the Gallery and its 
future requirements, involves a large increase to the existing buildings. The matter 
was not referred to us for examination until the close of the year, aud it was therefore 
impossible to include in the Estimates for 1 SOS -9 provision for auy settled scheme. 
A sum £2,000 was however inserted in order that when the plans had been settled 
with the Treasury an *, the Trustees funds might be available for immediate 
prosecution of the works. 


Ancient Monuments. 

A number of ancient buildings are from time to time brought under the notice of 
the Board for the purpose of vesting. Much discrimination must be exercised and a 
selection made of those ruins which, in the opinion of the Board, are the most worthy 
of preservation. This is more particularly necessary now, as it is found that the funds 
available for the preservation of monuments are very largely required lor the mainten- 
ance of those already vested in the Board, and every year this amount tends to increase. 

We give particulars here of the monuments vested in the Board during the year. 
Further particulars of the service will be fouud at pages 41 and 42 : — 

Bcdtinglass Abbey. 

This ancient Abbey of the Monks of the Cistercian Order was vested in the Board 
on the 30th April, 1897. It has been necessary to remove the ivy, point the walR 
and to repair the sedilia, and the structure has been put into a condition to ensure its 
preservation. 
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Termonfeclcen Castle. 

This is a small isolated castle situate three miles east of Drogheda, on the north 
baulc of the Boyne. It was once used as the seat of the Primate of All Ireland. 
Archbishop Ussher was the last occupant. The ca 3 tle was vested in the Board in 
November, 1897. It was in .very fair general repair, but it was necessary to cover the 
root of the mam building with concrete, to point a portion of the masonry, and to 
carry out some other small repairs so as to ensure the preservation of the structure. 

Dunbeg Fort. 

The ancient fortress, with walls and a series of fosses, covers 1 a. 1r. 34p. of a headland 
of Dingle Bay, Co. Kerry, and is held by the Board under lease for 999 years from the 
landlord, C. Drummond, Esq., granted ‘24th January, 189S. 


Donegal Castle. 

This ancient structure, with surrounding walls, was vested in the Board in March, 
1898, by the Earl of Arran, in whose charge the enclosed ground will still remain. It 
is perhaps one of the finest specimens in Ireland of the semi-military and domestic 
buildings erected in the early part of the 1 7th century. The walls of the castle were 
in a very insecure state on account of a great dislocation of the masonry on two sides 
of the ruin. The Board took immediate steps to. render the building secure and to 
preserve it. A considerable sum has been expended in underpinning the walls, in 
repairing the gables and mullions, in concreting, and in other general repairs. 

Donegal Abbey . 

This Abbey was vested in the Board by the Guardians of the Donegal Union in 
March, 1898. It was founded by Hugh Roe, son of O’Donnell, Prince of Tyrconnell, in 
1470 (Archdale), and is remarkable from the fact that the Annals of the Four Masters 
were written here. Some necessary repairs are in progress, and approaching 
completion. 


II.— LIGHT RAILWAYS AND TRAMWAYS. 

The “ Railways (Ireland) Act, 1S96 ” (59 & 60 Vic., c. 34), is the third of what may be 
considered the' Principal Acts by which the State has within the last fourteen years 
aided the construction of Railways and Tram wavs in Ireland. The Tramways aud Public 
Companies (Ireland) Act of 1883 effected this by a State guarantee for payment under 
certain conditions of a proportion of the interest on capital subscribed for construction. 
The Light Railways Act of 1889 did so by grants, loans, or annual payments, or by a 
combination of these methods. A statement of the provisions of the principal Railway 
and Tramway Acts from 1860 to 1895 will be found in the Annual Report of the Board 
for the year 1896-97. In the present Report it is only necessary to. summarise the 
provisions of the Railways (Ireland) Act, 1896, which is now beiug earned into effect. 

This enactment provides for two distinct objects : — 

(1.) Aid in the construction of Railways. 

(2.) Aid in the establishment and maintenance of steam-boats, coaches, and other 
conveyances ; and in the construction of piers, quays, and jetties, their 
immediate approaches, and any structures necessary for the use of the 
railways and other means of communication intended to be aided by the 
Act. 

The manner in which the Act deals with these two classes of objects differs. in certain 
respects. The first step, however, towards setting the statute in motion for either class 
is a certificate to the Treasury from the Lord Lieutenant that the proposed railway or 
other conveyance or work is necessary for the development of the resources ot the 
district, and that it cannot be provided without special assistance from the State. 

From this point the conditions and procedure fixed for the . two classes diverge. 
Properly speaking, the provisions which affect the second class of objects do not come 
under the part of the Board’s Report which deals with Light Railways and Tramways, 
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but we have thought it best to explain the provisions of the Act as a whole in one 
state, non t. . 

The certificate of the Lord Lieutenant having been given, the Treasury are 
empowered to aid in the construction of the proposed line of Bail way, provided some 
existin'* Railway Company agrees to construct, work, and maintain it, or to work and 
maintain after construction. The aid given may be by grant or loan, or by a com- 
bination of the two, and while in the case of a railway running wholly or mainly 
through a Congested District it may extend to the entire cost of the work, it is 
limited to half that amount in Non-Uongested localities. The exercise of the power 
to aid is dependent on a condition requiring the Treasury to be satisfied that land- 
owners, local authorities, and other persons locally interested have, by the free grant 
of laud or otherwise, given all reasonable assistance and facilities in their power for the 
construction of the Railway. 

It is the duty of the Board to examine plans of the proposed line, when submitted, 
and if they are not satisfactory or rendered so by alteration, they have power to make 
or procure fresh ones. 1 n Congested Districts the Board are empowered to - construct, or 
contract for the construction of the line, if a Railway Company cannot be found to 
undertake the work. The exercise of these powers is conditional ou the sanction of 
the Treasury in each case. 

The Board having reported, after investigation, on the merits of the scheme, and the 
approval of the Grand Jury having been obtained for it, the next step is to obtain, 
under the provisions of the Light Railway Act, ltfbU, an order of the Lord Lieutenant 
in Council authorizing the construction of the line, and setting forth the tolls to be 
chargeable. This order may authorize the construction of a pier, quay, or jetty as 
part of the proposed line. It may further contain a new and valuable provision, 
applicable only to cases where a grant has been made, relieving the railway during a 
limited period from liability to being rated above the old agricultural value of the land 
occupied by the line. 

The Lord Lieutenant receives power, with reference to procedure and certain other 
matters, to make regulations which will take the place of corresponding provisions in 
former Light Railway aud Tramway Acts. This power has been exercised by Order in 
Council of Gch October, 1896. 

Limited owners of laud who have power, under previous legislation or otherwise, to 
sell land for the purposes of a line, are given thu further power to give such land 
gratuitously or at a price below the value, in order to facilitate the construction of 
a line under the Act. Such owners, if their lands will be improved by the proposed 
line, are empowered to charge on the lands to be benefited the amount of any money 
contribution made by them to the enterprise. Owners are not., however, at liberty to 
exercise those powers unless the Board is satisfied that the Railway will improve the 
lands to an extent exceeding the value of the laud granted, or the loss caused by sale 
at a low price, or by the charge consequent on a money contribution. 

Facilities are given for entry on lands required for the construction of lines before 
an award has been made under the Lauds Clauses Act., Such awards cannot be 
traversed iu any case where the Order iu Council has incorporated the Lands Clauses 
Act. These two provisions are calculated to render procedure more expeditious and 
less costly than it was under the earlier Light Railway and Tramway legislation. 

The Executive is furnished by the Act with control for certain purposes over all rail- 
ways constructed with the aid of money provided under the Acts of 1883, 1889, or 1896. 
The seventh section of the Act of 18i>6 enables the Board of Works to ascertain by 
inspection the condition, working, maintenance, and development of such railways, 
and if, on inspection, a line is found to be unsatisfactorily managed on any of these 
points, the Lord Lieutenant in Council is empowered, after some further preliminary 
investigation, to appoint a manager or receiver, with powers to be specified by Order 
in Council. 

The provision enabling aid to be given in the second class of cases, namely, for the 
establishment and maintenance of steam-boats, coaches, &c., is contained iu I he ninth 
section. This part of the Act makes no distinction between congested and non- 
congested districts, and contemplates aid by grant only and not by loan. Instead of 
providing that the Treasury shall make agreements, as in the case of railways under 
the first section, the ninth section empowers your Lordships to authorize the Board of 

orks to enter into agreements for the purposes contemplated thereby. 

Grand Juries are empowered to aid the objects of the Act by presentment. 

The amount rendered available (see Section 4) for the purposes of the Statute is 
£500,000. ' r * 
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The following 1 services under the Act came into operation during the last financial 
year : — 

(1.)— Steamer Service between Kit.laloe and Dromod. 

1. The Lord Lieutenants Certificate for this scheme was issued on the 16th Decem- 
ber, 1896, and the heads of the agreement tor the working of the services by the 
Shannon Development Company were signed on 4th February, 1897, the agreement 
being subsequently perfected on 9th November, 1897. The heads of agreement, 
among other matters, provided for the following : — 

1. .£15,000 of the £20,000 capital to bo subscribed for, and 4s. on each pound 

share paid within five months before any grant was made. 

2. Grant of £9,500 to be paid in instalments of £3,000 first year, £1,500 second 

year, and £1,000 per annum for the five succeeding years. 

3. Sufficient steamers of suitable speed as specified for the services. 

4. A daily week-day service each way Killaloe to Dromod during the tourist 

season, and a bi-weekly service for the remainder of the year, and such 
special and cross services all the year round as the Board may think 
necessary. 

The extended delay which arose in perfecting the agreement was due to the 
hesitation of the Company to accept the clause dealing with application of receipts 
and the contributions from the Grand Juries, and the creation of a fniul for the 
replacing of steamers or other plant purchased for the Steamer Service, insisted 
upon by the Board, and which the Shannon Company subsequently consented to 
have included. 

The amount set apart for this Steamer Service has since been increased by an 
additional sum of £1,684, intended to cover the repair and construction of certain 
small piers in Lough Derg on the Shannon, and the cost of working a coach service 
between Iiooskey and Dromod for six years. 

The distance between Itonskey and Dromod is about 2£ miles, and the Coach Service 
between these points has been established in order that an improved connection might 
be made between the trains of the Cavan and Leitrim Railway at Dromod and the 
Shannon Company’s steamers at Rooskey, which is found to be a better landing place 
than Dromod. 

It may be added that the Government subsidy to the Shannon Development Com- 
pany was supplemented by the Grand Juries interested in the Shannon Navigation as 
subjoined : — Counties of Clare, Roscommon, Galway, Tipperary, King’s County, and 
Westmeath, £250 per annum for a term of seven years; Counties of Leitrim and 
Longford, £100 per annum for a term of seven years. 

(It should be noted that the Grand Juries when passing their presentments for these 
contributions made it a stipulation that the payments were to be made only after issue 
of a certificate by the Board of Works that the services had been worked in accor- 
dance with the agreement, subject, however, to any modification in the services 
which the Board might sanction). 

It was found, subsequent to the drawing up of the heads of agreement, that a daily 
throughout service between Killaloe and Dromod would be impracticable, having 
regard to the numerous intermediate stoppages and the danger of navigating the 
Shannon except in daylight. The Board having expressly, in the draft Agreement, 
reserved to themselves the right to sanction any alteration in the Shannon Services 
which might be considered necessary, it was accordingly arranged, with their approval, 
as an alternative that daily services should be established between Killaloe and Athlon e 
and Athlon e and Dromod, and these were put into operation on 1st August last. In 
October following, the Shannon Company extended the Athlone and Dromod service 
to Carrick-on-Shannon, the distance from Dromod to Carrick being about fifteen miles, 
and to save the time which they stated was lost by their boats entering the harbour 
at Dromod arranged that the steamer should call at Iiooskey, two miles south of 
Dromod, instead. 

In October the reduced winter services were put into operation, and after an 
experience of two months it was shown by the Company that the passenger traffic was 
80 small that the expense of maintaining a bi-weekly service between Athlone and 
Carrick, on Lough Rea, was not justifiable. The Board accordingly approved of the 
service in question being reduced to one trip each way weekly, subject to an 
equivalent being given in the form of a cross service on Lough Derg between

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Dromineer, Kilgarvan, Mouut Shannon, and Scariff to suit market and fair traffic. 
This arrangement was adopted, and worked satisfactorily up to the end of May, 1 S9s] 
On 1st June, 1S98, the summer services came into operation, and these uot only 
include daily services between Killaloe and Athlone, Athlone and Rooskey, and 
Rooskey ar.d Carrick-on-Shannon, but also an amplified cross service which should meet- 
all the reasonable requirements of the district. 


(2.) — Coach Service between Tarbert and Listowel. 

The Lord Lieutenant's Certificate for this scheme was issued on 2nd November, 1896, 
and the contract for the working of the Coach was entered into with the Development 
Syndicate, Limited, for a week day service all the year round in May, 1897.* The 
Agreement with the Contractors was subsequently perfected ou 1 4th. February, 1898. 

The service was put into operation on 1st Juno, 1897, and lias been worked satisfac- 
torily from that date to the present time. The receipts which were estimated to 
produce .£200 per annum after the first year, are paid into the Treasury, as arranged. 


(3.) — Steamer Service between Tarbert in the Countv Kerry and Kilrush in the 
County Clare, on tiie Lower Shannon. 

The Lord Lieutenant’s Certificate for this scheme was issued on 16th December, 
1896, and an arrangement was made with Messrs. Glyun of Kilrush for the working of 
the Service for a period of seven years for the four summer months, June to September, 
inclusive. In consequence of Messrs. Glynn being unable to obtain a passenger certi- 
ficate No. 4 for them steamer from the Board of Trade, they fniled to take up the 
service on 1st June, 1897, and the Board were obliged on short notice to secure 
another steamer for the time being from the Waterford Steamship Company, an 
arrangement which was subsequently confirmed, and a contract entered into for a 
period of seven years. 

The agreement for working the service was signed on 23rd May, 1898, the Con- 
tractors having taken a considerable time to discuss several points relative to the 
conveyance of goods, etc., between Tarbert and Kilrush. The service was put into 
operation on 1st June, 1897, and was worked satisfactorily until 30th September 
following, ft has now been resumed since 1st Juno, and will continue for the four 
summer mouths. The receipts are paid into the Treasury as arranged. 

(4.) — Hoad at Belmulle r, Co. Mayo. 

The construction of a r^ad from the town of Belmullet to the site suggested for the 
location of the pier in Blacksod Bay, was put in hand in the summer of 1897, and 
though work was suspended for some months in the fall of that year, arrangements 
were made for re-starting at the end of January last, and the work lias been completed. 

(5.)— Coach Service between Ennistymon and Ballyvaugiian, via Lisdoonvarna. 

The Lord Lieutenant’s Certificate for this scheme was issued on 1.6th December, 
1896, and the contract for the working of tho Coach was entered into with Mr. 
Anthony Howard, of Ennis, for the four summer months, June to September, inclusive. 
The service was put into operation on 1st June, 1897, and was worked tri-weekly iu 
both directions up to 30th September following. It was resumed on 1st June, 1 898, and 
will continue tri-weekly for the four summer months, .Tune to September, inclusive, of 
the present year. The receipts in this case also are paid into the Treasury as arranged. 

The following schemes have reached the several stages noted in the paragraph dealing 
with each of them : — 

(1-) — Buncrana and Carndonagu Railway. 

The Lord Lieutenant's Certificate for this scheme was issued on 2 nd November, L896, 
and the heads of the agreement for the working of the undertaking by the London- 
derry and Ijough Swilly Railway Company (an existing Railway Company under 
Section 1 ol the Act) were signed on 1st February, 1897, the agreement being sub- 
sequently perfected on 17th March, 1897.

The agreement provides for a free grant to aid the construction of the line, the 
amount of which will be reduced by a sum of £5,000, guaranteed by the county. In 
addition, the "W or icing Company, viz. : —the Londonderry and Loug'h Swilly Railway 
Company, have undertaken to contribute a sum not exceeding £15.000, tor rolling 
stock. The Order in Council was issued on the 10th February, 189.*, and tenders 
for the construction of the railway were advertised for, and several were received 
on the 24th March, 189S, the arranged date. It was found, however, that the amount 
of the lowest tender was much above the Investigator’s estimate, and it has become 
necessaiy to arrange for a reduced specification, in order that satisfactory financial 
arrangements may be made for the work of construction. 


(2.) — Letterkennv and Burton Port Railway. 

The Lord Lieutenant’s Certificate for this scheme was issued on 18th May, 
1897. An agreement for the working of the undertaking by the Londonderry 
and Lough Swilly Railway Company (an existing Railway Company under 
Section 1 of the Act) was included in the agreement for the working and main- 
tenance of the Bunerana and Carndonagh Line, dated 17th March, 1897, on terms to be 
afterwards settled. These terms are contained in the agreement perfected on the 6th 
January, 1898. The Promoters then applied to the Privy Council for an Order in Council 
confirming the presentment and agreement. The application was heard on the 18th 
January} 1898, and was opposed by the inhabitants of Dunfanaghy, and by the Donegal 
Railway Company. The grounds of opposition of the Railway Company were that the 
proposed line to Burton Port would take away traffic that at present finds its way to 
the Finntown Station of the Donegal Company, and that the Donegal Company had 
been induced to take up the Glenties Extension of the Finn Valley Radway by 
assurances given on behalf of the Treasury that they should have this traffic. At the 
adjourned meeting of the Privy Council held on the 1st February, 1898, a letter was 
read from the Right Hon. W. L. Jackson, who was Secretary to the Treasury at the 
time the agreement for the construction, maintenance, and working of the Glenties 
Railway was made, which in the opinion of the Privy Council completely disposed of 
the alleged claims of the Donegal Company. The opposition of the inhabitants of 
Dunfanaghy was withdrawn, but the fact that the opposition of the Donegal Company 
had been pressed before the Privy Council necessitated confirmation of the Order in 
Council by an Act of Parliament. Until this Act of Parliament shall have been obtained, 
it is impossible to take any final steps for the construction of the line ; but in the 
meantime the detailed working plans and specification have been put in the hands 
of the Engineer appointed by the Railway Company, and at the date of this Report are 
in a forward state. 

The amount of the grant in this case also will be reduced by £5,000 guaranteed by 
the County. 


(3.) Steamer Service — Sligo and Belmullkt. 

The original Certificate of the Lord Lieutenant, dated 2nd November, 1896, was for a 
steamer service between Acbill Sound and Belmullet, and in connection with the pier 
works at Gubbardletter, Achill, it was found that a short line of railway connecting 
the Acbill Station of the Midland Great Western Railway Company with the proposed 
new pier would be necessary, and a second Certificate was accordingly issued by His 
Excellency on May 18th, L897. Negotiations were opened with the Railway Company, 
and were continued for several months, hut owing to demands on their part as to 
signalling and other matters at Gubbai-dletter involving a large expenditure, the Board 
had no alternative but to report that they were unable to carry out the scheme on 
reasonable terms. 

The Irish Government then substituted au alternative scheme for a steamer service 
between Sligo and Belmullet. The second Certificate covering the latter service was 
issued by His Excellency on 7th December, 1897, and arrangements are being made 
for building a suitable pier at Broadhaven to meet the requirements of the new service 
which will probably come into operation about six months from this date. A small 
part of the original scheme is also continued in the form of a car service to a tidal pier 
which will be provided on Blacksod Bay, near Belmullet, for the convenience of 
steamers and sailing vessels coming from the south. 
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The estimated cost of the service, including piers, steamers, &c., is £50,550 in the 
gross, or deducting £8,400 (the estimated receipts for seven years), £42,150 net, of 
which amount £1 1,000 is the estimated cost of works at Belmullet, 

m— NON-VOTED SERVICES. 

Royal Canal. 

This Canal was constructed in the last century under the provisions of a Charter of 
Incorporation under the Great Seal of Ireland, dated October, 1780, and under certain 
Acts of George III. in 1780 and subsequent years. 

About £360,000 ol' public money was expended on the Canal. 

By 58 George III., cap. 35, sec. 30, the Lord Lieutenant was authorised to appoint 
five persons not being Canal proprietors to be a Board of Control fer the superintendence 
of the Company and the concerns thereof, and by Section 38 quarterly returns were 
to be made by the Company of the state of the works. The Board of Control had 
power to examine the accounts of the Company, and, in default of execution of any 
worts required by them for proper maintenance, to have the works executed out of a 
sum of £15,000 which was to be accumulated out of the first profits of the Company. 
By the Local Act 89 Vic., c. 119 (Midland Great Western Railway (Ireland) Act, 1845), 
the Railway Company was authorised to acquire the Canal, with the liability to maintain, 
uphold, and preserve it for the purpose of navigation in as full, ample, and perfect- a 
manner as is authorised and required by the Act of 1818, and the powers of the Lord 
Lieutenant and the Board of Control were reserved. 

Owing to complaints made to the Board of Trade, inspections were made hy Major- 
General Hutchinson in 1894, and by Major Marindin in 1896, by whom reports and 
recommendations were made. As the power to insist upon proper maintenance rests 
not with the. Board of Trade but with the Board of Control, which at present includes 
the three Commissioners of' Public Works, it full to the latter body to watch the 
carrying out by the Company of the necessary works of maintenance. In 1S97 the 
Board of Control had an inspection made by a Canal expert. It appears from his 
report and from the quarterly reports submitted by the Railway Company that the 
necessary works have been carried out or arc in course of being carried out as progressive 
maintenance works. For the purpose of chocking the depth of water in future, gauges 
have been placed at the lock gates where necessary, and daily and weekly reports are 
made by the loekkeepers. 

Galway Harbour. 

For the protection of their interests as mortgagee the Board were obliged in the year 
1885 to enter into possession of the revenues of the Harbour. In their capacity as 
Receivers the Board have the double duty of sanctioning the expenditure out of the 
gross revenues of the sums required for the adequate maintenance of the Harbour and 
of securing their own interests and rights. In addition there arc puisne incumbrancers 
whose natural object is to secure as early as possible the realization of their claim. 
The object of the Board is to secure at the earliest possible moment such a condition 
-of the Harbour finances as will enable them to withdraw the Receivership. With 
a view to effecting this object it is necessary to practice an economy which not 
unnaturally at times may seem to those affected by it somewhat harsh, but every 
endeavour is made to interfere as little as possible with the discretion of the Harbour 
Commissioners, and to meet in every reasonable way their wishes as to the adminis- 
tration of the Harbour. 

A difference of opinion has arisen «os to the scheme for electric lighting, the Board 
having, in accordance with advice of their Engineer, made some reduction io the 
scheme (involving a considerable increase of annual cost) submitted by the Harbour Com- 
missioners, but in view of the importance of the subject it is hoped that the Harbour 
Commissioners will see their way to accepting the reduced scheme to which any 
addition that experience may show to be necessary can afterwards be made.

The aggregate of outstanding balances is represented in the books of the Office by 
31,604 open accounts. The loans are generally in course of repayment by half-yearly 
instalments. 

The amount issued to borrowers in the year 1897-98 out of moneys advanced bv the 
National Debt Commissioners for loan purposes were £510,757, as against £557,338 
in 1896-97, and £525,686 in 1895-96.

The amounts received in the year were £489,737, iu repayment of principal, anil 
£275,675 in respect of interest, making together £765,412. Of the total, £722,812 
was paid over by the Board to the National Debt Commissioners, and £42,600 to the 
Irish Land Commission in discharge of principal and interest of loans made out of the 
Irish Church Fund.

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It will be observed that the total amount of arrears at the close of the year, 
£520,086, shows a large decrease on the corresponding figures for 1896-7, £597.528. 

Arrears on “Public Works Loans generally” show a decrease of £30,925, which is 
accounted lor by the payment of the principal and interest on the Newry Navigation 
loans, the debt having been cleared off in full ; by the discharge of arrears on Lagan 
Navigation loans ; and by the cancellation, in consequence of revised arrangements, of 
the arrears on the Wicklow Harbour and Kinsale Harbour loans. 

Public Health Act arrears have been reduced from £2,180 to £1,562, and the ore&ter 
part of this latter sum has been paid since 31st March, 1S98. 

We regret to have to report that the arrears of Land Charges payable’ both by 
owners and occupiers show increases of nearly 5 per cent in the case of owners and 
over 10 per cent, in the case of occupiers. This is the first occasion since the year 
1888 that an increase has arisen in the arrears of charges payable by owners; there 
has, however, been a regular increase in the case of the charges payable by occupiers 
under the Land Law Act, 1881, sec. 31, since the beginning of this service. 

The arrears on Seed Supply loans at the close of the year were — Act of 1880, £10,357 ; 
Act of 1890, £812 ; Act of 1895, £1,816. 

The Seed Supply Act, 1880, was the first Act passed for the purpose of enabling 
Boards of Guardians to borrow for the purchase of seed in Unions scheduled by the 
Local Government Board in any electoral divisions of which it was considered by them 
that the occupiers of land were generally unable to procure an adequate supply of seed. 
The Act authorized the purchase of Seed Potatoes, Oats, and other seeds, to be sold to 
tenants whose holdings did not exceed 15 acres, and valuation £15. Subsequently 
similar Acts have been passed — the Seed Acts of 1890 and 1895 for the purchase of 
Seed Potatoes only ; and in February of the present year, in anticipation of an Act to 
be hereafter passed, the Treasury authorised advances to be made for the purchase of 
Seed Potatoes and Seed Oats, Potato-spraying Machines and materials being since 
included. 

Under the Act of 1880 the advances were made free of interest, but, under the 
subsequent Acts, interest at the lowest rate at which loans were at the time made out of 
the Local I cans Fund became chargeable, such interest being payable by the Irish Land 
Commission out of the Irish Church Temporalities Fund. The rate of interest payable 
in respect of the advances under the Acts of 1890 and 1895- was 34 per cent., and under 
the Act of L 898 the rate will be 2$ per cent, per annum. By the terms of these last 
Acts an abatement of one-fifth of the cost to the Guardians is made to those occupiers 
who pay in cash, such abatement being also met out of the Church Fund. 

Under the Act of 1880 £647,562 Us. 10<£. was advanced to 153 Unions, and was 
repayable in two instalments, the first on 1st August, 1881, and the- second on 1st 
August, 1882. In some exceptional cases the period of repayment was, however, 
extended. There is still £10,357 Os. 11c/. unpaid by eight Unions under this Act. 

Under the Act of 1890 £274,520 14s. 1 d. was advanced to 113 Unions, and under 
the Act of 1895 £62,273 9s. to 65 Unions, repayable in two instalments as in the case 
of the Act of I860. In the former case all the loans have been discharged, with one 
exception, in which a balance of £812 6s. 3cZ. is still outstanding ; and, in the latter 
case, in which the second moiety was payable on 1st August, 1897, £1,816 10s. is still 
due by six Unions. 

For the period to 31st March, 1898, £22,943 Is. had been advanced to 36 Unions in 
anticipation of the Act to he passed, and these advances will, as in the former cases, 
be repayable in two instalments, the first in August, 1899, and the second in August, 
1900. 


Advances to Tenants for Purchase of their Farms, 33 & 34 Vic., cap. 46, &c. 

Under the provisions of this Act the Board made advances during the years 1870 to 
1884 to 877 tenants to assist in the purchase of their holdings. 

The loans wore made repayable by an annuity of 5 per cent, for 35 years, which 
included interest at. 34 per cent. 

Under the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1887, the annuities were reduced to 4 percent., 
with interest at 34 per cent, per annum. 

Under the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1890, it was further provided that at the end ot 
each of the first three decades of Land Purchase Annuities the principal outstanding 
on each loan should be determined, and the annuities payable, as from the end of each 
of such decade should be calculated at the rate of 4 per cent, on the amount of principal 
so ascertained. The rate of interest, 3i per cent., continues the same. 
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It is to be observed that although as the Act applies also to the Land Purchase 
Acts provision was made for three reductions, the majority of cases under the Act of 
1870 had already passed the second decade. For these there will be but one- further 
change. 

The present effect of the Acts of 1887 and IS 96 is that a loan of, say, £100, made 
in 1 870 is now repayable by an annuity of £2 85 . 6cl. instead of £ 0 , while the term has been 
increased from 35 to 79 years. 

Over 700 out of 800 borrowers accepted the terms of the recent Act, and the annual 
reduction in the reutal amounts, in consequence, to about £6,700, or 32 per cent. 

Tno total amount advanced under the Land Act, 1S70, was £518,932 16s. 7d., of 
which £289,872 Is. 10 d. was outstanding on the 3lso March, 1898. £1,635 15s. 6 d 

has been written off as irrecoverable. 

SLIGO, LEITRIM AND NORTHERN COUNTIES RAILWAY. 

Among the principal loan transactions of the year was the settlement of the affairs of 
the Sligo, Leitrim, and Northern Counties Railway. This Company owed the Board a 
sum of, £99,575. The original rate of interest 011 the loan was 5 per cent., afterwards 
reduced to 4 percent., which, in addition to a mortgage of the Railway, was further 
secured as regards interest by certain owners of land under a joint and several 
obligation. In 1885 the Treasury agreed that there should be required from the 
obligors not more than 2 per cent, per annum, and that if there were any nett receipts 
from the Railway one-half of such nett receipts should go in reduction of the above 2 
per cent. The obligors retained the right, as against the Company, of being repaid any 
advances made by them for the interest on the loan, and the Board of Works also, on 
.their part, retained the right to demand from the Company the balance unpaid of the full 
interest. 

As the Company had not funds to purchase Rolling Stock, they were obliged to hire 
it under an agreement the terms of which they were unable to fulfil, and for many 
years they were simply paying to the owner of the stock interest at the rate of 4 per 
cent, on the value of the stock, taken at £30,000, the Company being required to 
maintain it. 

The financial weakness of the Company for several years necessitated constant 
watchfulness on the part of the Board in order to secure that, while every opportunity 
was given to the Company of improving its position, their statutory rights and 
priorities should not be infringed, 

In 1890, on the petition of one of the creditors of the Company a Court Receiver and 
Manager was appointed, the Board intimating that they did not intend at that time to 
exercise their statutory powers to enter into possession and sell the line. In the same 
year, on the motion of the Board, an inquiry into the working, management, and 
condition of the Railway was held by Mr. Cotton, General Manager of the Belfast and 
Northern Counties Hailway, and with the Board’s consent great improvements were 
made thereafter in the permanent way out of revenue, 

On the passing of the Light Railways (Ireland) Act, 1889. a Railway from Collooney 
to Swinford was scheduled by the Lord Lieutenant, and a scheme was promoted by a 
Company and obtained a presentment from the Grand Jury of the County of Sligo, the 
intention being that the line should be worked by the Sligo, Leitrim, and Northern 
Counties Railway Company. The Treasury, however, did not feel justified in entrust- 
ing to a Company of such weak financial standing as the Sligo Company the con- 
struction, working, and maintenance of a line the funds for which would be entirely 
supplied either from free grants or from guaranteed capital, and arrangements for the 
construction, working, and maintenance of the Collooney to Swinford line, and also of 
its continuation from Swinford to Claremorris, were “made with the Waterford and 
Limerick Railway Company. However, running powers were reserved for the Sligo 
Company as far as Swinford, and in any case it was clear that the position of the Sligo 
line would inevitably be improved by the construction of the new line from Collooney 
to Claremorris, which would give direct Railway communication between the whole of 
the North of Ireland and Connaught via Enniskillen. 

In 1893, by direction of the Treasury, tenders were invited for the purchase of the 
line, and a joint tender was received from the Midland Great Western and the Great 
Northern Railway Companies. After consideration, however, the Government decided 
not to proceed with the sale but to await the development of the new line from 
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Collooney. From this time a continuous and considerable improvement took place 
in the gross earnings of the line, and further improvements were made in it out 
of revenue.

In that year the parties interested in it were in a position to put forward a scheme 
of reconstruction which would enable them to clear off the incumbrances, and at the 
same time to retain the control of the line independent of either of the two large 
adjoining Railway Companies. Under this arrangement the capital of the Company 
was fixed as follows : —

This arrangement was put forward under the Railway Companies Act, 1867, and, 
as far as Ireland was concerned, was the first case under that Act. As part 
of the arrangement your Lordships agreed to waive the claim for interest in arrear, 
and to accept £100,000 in settlement of the whole claim. Of this, £50,000 was paid in 
cash produced by the sale of £50,000 “ A ” Debentures, and £50,000 was represented by 
an equal amount of “ A ” Debentures, with personal security of responsible parties for 
the realisation of those Debentures within a limited time without loss. This arrange- 
ment was agreed to by the Court on the 6th January, 1898. Immediately thereafter 
the Directors paid to the several persons who were creditors of the Company the 
sums due to them by the issue of Debenture stock as provided by the scheme, and the 
Company being thus freed from debt, the Court ordered the discharge of the Receiver. 

At the first half-yearly meeting of the reconstituted Company, held on the 26th 
March, 1898, the Directors reported that the working expenses had amounted to 
5570 per cent, of the gross receipts, leaving a profit of £5,387 15s. lOd. Out of this 
sum they had paid sums due to other Companies for running powers and station 
services, together with the interest on £100,000 3^ per cent. Debenture Stock for the half 
year, aad since the enrolment of the scheme on the 6th January they had paid the half 
year’s interest on £30,777 4 per cent. “ B ” Debenture Stock, as provided by the scheme. 

It was proposed to pay out of the balance interest at the rate of 2 per cent, on the 
" C ” Debenture Stock so soon as the accounts had been passed by the meeting. 


RATES OF INTEREST. 


By the Public Works Loans Act, 1897, in the case of loans thereafter made out 
of the Local Loans Fund on the security of local rates, the Treasury was authorised 
to fix from time to time rates of interest varying with the duration of the loans, 
provided that such rates should not be less than 2f per cent, per annum, and should be 
sufficient to enable loan» to be made without loss to the Local Loans Fund. 

Their Lordships accordingly, by Minute dated 7th August, 1897, fixed the following 
rates : —

The effect of this is to fix uniform rates of interest for all loans secured on local 
fates, independently of the Acts under which the loans are made, whereas formerly 
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rates were chargeable varying from a maximum of 5 per cent, per annum in the case 
of loans to Grand Juries, under the Act 1 and 2 Win. IV., cap. 33, &c„ to a minimum 
rate of 3^ per cent on loans under the Public Health Acts, and 3& per cent, on loans 
under the Housing of the Working Classes and the Labourers Acts. 

The comparative table of rates of interest and periods of repayment before and after 
the Treasury Minute of 7th August, 1897, given in Appendix (H), shows in how many 
cases the rates have been reduced and the regulations made uniform. 


LEGISLATION IN 1897. 

The Statute Book for 1897 contains practically only three Acts affecting the Board 
viz.: — (1.) The Workmen’s Compensation Act ; (2.) The Wicklow Harbour Advances 
Act, 1897 ; and (3.) The Public Works Loans Act, 1897. As to these — 

(1.) The Workmen’s Compensation Act, 60 and 61 Viet., 37, renders certain 
employers, of whom the Board, in connection with the Harbours and other Public 
Works under their charge, are one, liable to their workmeu for injuries disabling any 
workman for a period of at least two weeks from earning full wages at the work at 
which he was employed, even where the injury is the result of an unpreventable 
accident for which they were in no way accountable. 

(2.) The Wicklow Harbour Advances Act, 60 and 61 Viet., cap. 55, authorizes the 
Board to make farther advances to the Wicklow Harbour Commissioners to enable 
them to carry out works of reconstruction and improvement to prevent the existing 
works and the harbour being rendered useless. 

(3.) By Section 1 of the Public Works Loans Act, 60 and 61 Vic.,, cap. 51, the 
Treasury received authority to fix lower rates of interest on future loans secured on 
Rates (see page 19). 

By the 9th Section of the same Act the Clara and Banagher Railway, the BaJlycastle 
Railway, and the Giants’ Causeway Railway and Tramway Companies have debts due 
by them to the Board to the amount of £36,275 remitted. 

This is the formal completion of the several transactions by which the Board’s 
interest in these lines was sold for sums less than the Board’s outstanding claims.

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APPENDIX (A). 

DETAILS OF VOTED SERVICES. 

Naval and Military Buildings. 

Royal Hospital, Kilmainham. — The centre roof of the west front has been renewed 
and strengthened. In previous years the roofs of the Dining Hall, Master's Quarters, 
and Chapel on north wing, and the roofs of eastern side of Quadrangle were renewed. 

Royal Hibernian Military School , — Additional rooms have been added to the 
Cook’s Quarters, and the roofs of the block of buildings in which the Commandant’s, 
Surgeon’s, and Adjutant’s Quarters are located have been entirely renewed. 

Ordnance Sui'vey Depot , Phcenix Park. — All the new fittings necessary to meet the 
requirements for some years for the nmp store have been completed. 

Coast Guard Stations. 

Glenarm, Co. Antrim. — The new station commenced last year, containing accommo- 
dation for a station officer and four men and their families, has been satisfactorily com- 
pleted and occupied. A new store at this station has also been completed. 

Porlmuck, Co. Antrim. — This station for an officer and five men and their families 
has been completed and occupied, and the old buildings formerly rented as a station 
have been surrendered. 

Burton Port, Co. Donegal. — The new station for an officer and ten men, commenced 
last year, has been completed. 

Ballycastle, Co. Mayo. — A new boat-house and divisional carpenter’s shop have 
been erected. 

Portmagce, Co. Kerry. — The new station for an officer and three men with boat-house 
and slipway, commenced last year, has been completed and occupied. 

Portrane, Co. Dublin. — A new boat-house and slipway have been erected. 

Five Mile Point , Co. Wicklow. — Alterations and improvements have been made in 
the statiou officer’s house with a view to afford increased accommodation. 

Upper Cove, Co. Cork. — The slipway has been lengthened and improved. 

Youghal, Co. Cork. — The pitched sea slope was repaired with concrete. 

Upper Cove, Royal Navcd Reserve, Co. Coi’k. — An additional parade ground has 
been levelled and prepared. 

Gerwral. — New wash-houses have been built at fourteen stations. 

State and Official Residences. 

Viceregal Lodge. — The erection of the new farm offices has been postponed in 
accordance with the wishes of the Lord Lieutenant. 

Chief Secretary's Lodge. — A new plant house has been erected, and one has been 
renovated which had been in an unsatisfactory condition for seme years. 

Chief Secretary's Offices. — New lavatories and closets have been provided for the 
accommodation of the staff of the Veterinary Department. 

Dublin Castle. — New latrines have been provided for the accommodation of the 
Main Guard under the approach to the Upper Castle Yard. They have been well 
lighted, and provided with means of thorough ventilation. 

Legal Departments. 

Public Record Building. — Some structural alterations, in order to provide better 
accommodation for Library searchers, have been carried out, and the room now provided 
is much used. 

Four Courts. — In order to provide for the requirements of several of the depart- 
ments on the introduction of the new Judicature Act and amalgamation, &c., consequent 
thereon, considerable structural alterations, fittings, &c., have been carried out in 
several of the departments, notably the Bankruptcy, Queen’s Bench, Exchequer, 
Judgment, and Crown Offices. A considerable amount of work was carried out in the 
building formerly occupied as the Law Library, in order to prepare it for the sittings of 
the Commission on the working of the Land Acts. 
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Registry of Deeds. — Iron fittings to windows of upper strong room 3 have been pro- 
vided, so as to afford additional security. 

Land Commission. — The addition to the offices for which provision was made, has 
been completed, and the sanitary accommodation to the rere of the new offices' has 
been reconstructed. The fitting up of the new Land Court has been abandoned. A few 
minor alterations in the adjoining offices have been carried out. 


Science and Art Buildings. 

Museum of Science dud Art, Kildar e-street . — Considerable progress has been made 
with the new Refreshment and Reading Rooms. The improved lighting of the Royal 
Irish Academy Collection has been completed, with great advantage to the exhibits. 

Royal Botanic Gardens, Glasnevin. — The house at entrance, in which the Gatekeeper 
and Propagator were located, and which had frequently been complained of as affording 
inadequate accommodation for two families, was entirely reconstructed and enlarged. 
Modern sanitary appliances for these quarters, as also for the Pupils’ Lodge, have been 
provided. 

Another long-felt want has been met by the erection in a convenient position near 
the Gate Lodge of a suitable Ladies’ Waiting Room, Lavatory, &c., also a lavatory for 
men in a suitable position in the Gardens. 

An additional propagating pit, with heating apparatus complete, has also been con- 
structed, aud is now in full use. Iron-work for training roses, and for protection of 
beds on the river banks, has also been erected in the Gardens. 

Dublin Metropolitan Police. 

Central Police Courts. — The scheme of improvement at the Central Courts has been 
postponed, in view of the proposal to erect a new Central Bridewell, which will reduce 
aud modify the requirements. The work in connection with cell lavatories was much 
reduced for the same reason. 

Chapelizod Police Barrack. — This building has been fully completed and occupied 
for some months. The sewage disposal works, to which reference was made in last 
year’s Report, have been found satisfactory. 

CONSTABULART BDILDI&08. 

7 loyal Irish Constabulary Depdt and Barracks. — The enlargement of No. 2 wash- 
house has been completed. 

Belfast ( Cidiingtree-road) . — Additional sanitary accommodation has been provided. 

Cavan. — Improvements have been made in the Head Constables quarters. 

Nenagh, Co. Tipperary. — Two new cells have been provided, and general alcerations 
and repairs executed. 

Limerick ( William-street). — Two new well-lighted cells have been provided, fitted 
with improved lavatory and heating and ventilating apparatus. 

Youghal , Co. Cork— The sanitary arrangements have been remodelled on improved 
modern principles. 

Macroorn, Co. Cork— The alterations to provide increased accommodation have been 
carried out. 


DUNDRUM CRIMINAL LUNATIC ASYLUM. 

Over 600 feet of the old boundary wall has been taken down and rebuilt, and a new 
reserve coal store erected. 

National Education Buildings. 

Model Schools. 

Ballymtmey, Co. Antrim.— New class and cloak rooms have been added to this 
building. 

Trim, Co. Meath.— The drainage and sanitary arrangements have been remodelled 
and completed satisfactorily. 
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Agricultural Schools. 

Albert Model Farm. — An enclosing- wall has been erected on each side of the garden 
at this institution, and a house has been constructed for storage of coal supply. 

Munster Agricultural School. — The dairy accommodation has been improved, and 
now affords ample space for separators and other appliances. 

Quran's Colleges. 

Cork. — Sanitary improvements have been made in the dissecting room, and the 
students’ closets have been improved by the introduction ot wash-down pans. 

Belfast. — A new boundary wall and wrouglit-iron railing have been erected at the 
angle of the premises fronting University-square and Botanic-avenue, and a room for 
the use of female students has been, altered and fitted up. 

Galway. — The heating of the Examination Hall has been satisfactorily carried out. 

Post Office Buildings. 

General Post Office, Dublin. — In the Head Office building the old Parcels Office 
has been converted into a Postmens’ Sorting Office, and new fittings provided ; also new 
system of lighting, and all is working satisfactorily. 

In the' Sorting Office many of the old tables have been altered so often to meet 
altered requirements that a large proportion of them were unfit for further use. They 
have consequently been replaced by suitable facing, stamping, and sorting tables of the 
most modem and approved designs. 

A Telephone Room and Silence Chambers, with usual equipments, have been 
provided in connection with the Telegraph Instrument Room. 

A Telegraph Lineman’s hut has been erected at Broadstone Station, the terminus 
of the Midland Great Western Railway. 

At the Parcels Post Depot, Amiens-street, additional sanitary accommodation has 
been provided for the use of the increasing staff of that Department. 

The main buildings and parts of the out-buildings of Aldborough House have been com- 
pletely renovated and restored as far as possible or convenient, and fitted up and painted 
throughout, in order to prepare same for the occupation of ( l) the Postal Stores Depart- 
ment, to be transferred from a house in Marlborough -street ; (2) the Superintending 
Engineer and his staff, as also Mechanics’ Workshop, to be transferred from 14, Upper 
Sackville-street, and (3) three Post Office Surveyors and their respective staffs, to be 
transferred from their present various headquarters. Some new buildings, sanitary 
appliances, and drainage system were required, and have boon completed. 

Some building and reconstruction work yet remains to be completed. 

Belfast Parcels Post Depot. — Considerable progress lias been made in the erection 
of the new buildings for the Parcel Post Depot, Workshops for Telegraph Engineer’s 
Staff, and Night Telegraph work at Belfast, and the buildings will be ready for 
occupation during the coming year. 

Newry. — Plans and specifications were prepared for a new Post Office, and tenders 
were received late in the year, which are under consideration. 

Donaghadee. — The Cross-channel cable hut having been found too small it became 
necessary to acquire an extended site, and to enlarge the building. 

Cork. — A new ventilating apparatus has been fixed in the roof of the Instrument 
Room, and works satisfactorily. 

Linesmen’s huts have been erected at Carlow and Tralee. 

Customs Buildings. 

Dublin. — Extensive structural alterations on the east wing of the river front have been 
carried out, in order to adapt the thri-e floors which had hitherto been verv largely used 
as residences for Hall Porter and Housekeeper, for the purposes of Long Room, Custom 
Warehousing, &c. These alterations have been completed, and the entire Customs 
staff transferred thereto from the old Long Room in centre of building and the rooms 
adjoining. 

Cork. — Extensive repairs to the timber fendering of the quays were carried out 
during the year. 

Queenstown, Co. Cork. This new building is approaching completion. 
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Inland Revenue Buildings. 

Dublin . — The long room vacated by the Customs has been completely fitted up, 
the root reconstructed and strengthened, new fittings, heating apparatus and lighting 
provided, and the Legacy Duty Department transferred thereto. This department 
has hitherto been located in rather unsuitable and overcrowded rooms on three doors in 
another part of the building. Now that the works are completed and the papers, 
wills, &c., belonging to the department have been finally disposed of, the present 
arrangements will be found advantageous for the public as well as for the depart- 
ment. 

Certain works have been carried out in the Queen’s Excise Store, North Wall, with 
the object of improving the ventilation of the chambers and passages, and the results 
are very satisfactory. 


Royal Harbours. 

Notes by the Harbour Masters on the fishing industry, and trade at the several 
Royal Harbours will be found in Appendix (D), pages 39-41. 

Kingstown Harbour, Co. Dublin . — The works at this harbour, comprising about three 
miles of breakwaters and wharves, with the buildings, cranes and other equipment 
have been maintained. A quantity of 400 tons of silt was dredged and deposited at 
sea. The enlargement of the boatman’s house has been completed. 

Her Majesty’s ships, the vessels of the Irish Light’s Board, and trading vessels 
were supplied with water, and ballast was furnished to the latter. 

Hoioth Harbour, Co. Dublin. — The breakwaters and other works were • duly main- 
tained, and a quantity of 9,500 tons of silt was dredged from the harbour. 

Donaghadee and Ardglass Harbours , Co. Down, and Dunmnre East, Co. Waterford . — 
The breakwaters, roads, wharves, buildings and other works were duly maintained. 

The alterations to afford increased accommodation at the Harbour Superintendent’s 
House of Dunmore East have been carried out. 

Shannon Drainage. 

The removal of the shoals at Drumherriff and Deffier, near Lough Allen, was 
completed. The sluices have been maintained in good order. 

River Maigue Navigation 

The Collector’s house and bridge have been maintained in good order. 

Ancient Monuments.

DETAILS OF NON-YOTED SERVICES. 

Arterial Drainage and Improvement op Lands (Ireland) Act, 1863, and Amendments.

Good progress has been made with the works on the Bunkey District, County 
Tipperary ; and the Carrigrohane District, County Cork ; and the completion of both 
schemes is anticipated during the current financial year. 

The total number of applications for the constitution of Drainage Districts received 
from the passing of the first of these Acts in the year 1863 to the 31st of March, 189 / , 
is 99. 

A schedule of the final awards made under the Acts will be found in appendix 
(G 8), pages 72-77. „ 
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The total area of land drained or improved in the districts dealt with by these 
awards is 127,770 statute acres, and the total cost chargeable thereto amounts to 
£904,327. This has been in addition to the works of the 121 districts carried out 
under the Act 5 & 6 Vic., c. 89, and the Acts amending it, between the years 1843 
and I860. By these earlier works a total of 266,736 acres was drained or improved. 
A statement as to the expenditure on Arterial Drainage will be found in Appeudix 
pp. 72-77 

Increased Rents in respect of Arterial Drainage Rent Charges. 

One application to fix increased rents in respect of improvements was received by 
the Board during the year, but the application was refused owing to judicial rents 
having been fixed subsequent to the execution of the works.

Fishery Piers and Harbours Maintenance. 

16 & 17 Vic., c. 136. 

Inspections were made during the year of the following cases : — Ban try Pier, County 
Cork; Ballywillan Breakwater, County Antrim; Liscannor Harbour, County Clare; 
Bournapealca Pier, County Clare ; Ard West Pier, County Galway, and Cleggan Pier, 
County Galway. In all these cases except the last, works of: maintenance or renewal 
were found to be necessary, and the County Authorities were duly notified. 

In the case of Greystones, County Wicklow, some further works have been found 
necessary, owing to defective foundations at the pier-head. At Newcastle Harbour, 
County Down, the Treasury offered a grant of £5,000 to be applied towavds the cost 
of reconstructing the existiug pier, and upon condition that the Grand Jury were to 
defray the remainder of the cost by loan, and to admit their ownership and their 
obligation to keep the pier in repair. The Grand Jury put forward a plan for what 
was practically a new work. The Government were advised that such a plan could not 
as the law stands, be carried out by means of money borrowed by the Grand Jury, nor, 
if executed, would they have legal power to maintain it. 

Recently it has been suggested that the difficulty might be got over by the Grand 
Jury obtaining a provisional order, giving them power to carry out the work on their 
own lines. It is doubtful whether they have legal power to adopt this course. At the 
last Spring Assizes the Grand Jury decided in view of the introduction of the Local 
Government (Ireland) Bill, to take no action at present. 
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Sea Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1883. 

The repayment of Loans under this Act having made available funds for further 
works, after a conference with the Inspectors of Irish Fisheries, the Board’s 
engineering staff were instructed to make inspections, reports, aud estimates, dealing 
with the probable requirements of the following places : — 

Portavogie, County Down; Ardmore, County Waterford; Portstewart, County 
Londonderry ; Knockodoon, Cape Clear Island, Castletownsend, Union Hall, and 
Schull, County Cork ; iJingle and Ballydavid, County Kerry ; Whitestown and 
Annagassan, County Louth ; Kilronan, County Galway ; Porfcnablahy, County 
Donegal; Rossmoney and Dugort, County Mayo. 

The reports and estimates have been submitted to the Irish Government 

Shannon Navigation. 

Dredging was done below the tidal lock at Limerick, and at Banouu aud Dromod. 
The lock gates were renewed at the following places : — Clarendon, all gates ; Cnssane, 
pair middle gates ; Clonlara, pair deep gates ; Park, one deep gate. The locks, jetties, 
wharves, swivel and other bridges, towpaths, buildings, buoys, beacons, fences, drains, 
Ac., were maintained in good order. 

County Road Maintenance.

Applications from the Postmaster-General were received for repairs to the Post

Commissioners, and excavated a quantity of 5,300 tons from their harbour. 

Arklow Harbour, County Wicklow. 

One of the Kingstown dredgers was let for a period to the Arklow Harbour 
Commissioners, and excavated a quantity of 5,000 tons from their harbour. 


Royal Canal. 

Considerable progress has been made by the Midland Great Western Railway 
Company in carrying out the recent recommendations of the Board of Trade in regard 
to this navigation.

Seven applications, amounting to £10,024, have been made under these Acts during 
past year. Three Provisional Orders, for sums amounting to £800, and two 
Absolute Orders, for sums amounting to £792 4s.

Main AND Thorough Drainage ok other Field Works. • 

The number of Land Improvement loans sanctioned for works, of which thorough 
drainage or other field works forms the principal part, since the commencement in 1847 
to the 31st March in this year, is 8,314, for £3,737,302, and of this number 40, for an 
aggregate of £8,105, were approved during the year ended 31st March, 1898. 

Planting for Shelter. 

Since the passing of the Act 29 and 30 Vic., c. 40, under which advances are made 
for this purpose, 131 loans, amounting to £29,950, have been made. Of this number, 
one loan for £200 was sanctioned during the current year. 

Farm Buildings. 

Under this head 3,750 loans have been sanctioned since the passing of the Act 13 
and 14 Vic., c. 19, the amount being £1,300,705. This includes 199 loans, for an 
aggregate of £28,315, approved during the past financial year. 

Dwellings for Agricultural Labourers. 

For this class of work the number of loans sanctioned since the passing of the Act 
23 Vic., c. 19, which first authorised such advances, is 803, for £361,919, of which 12 
loans, amounting to £4,840, were approved in the year. 

Under section 19 of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, we have power to make 
advauces to tenant farmers, who, pursuant to the injunctions of the Irish Land Com- 
mission. and as a condition attached to the fixing of a “ fair rent,” proceed to erect 
labourers’ dwellings on their holdings. Such tenants are deemed to be persons to 
whom a loan may be made under the Landed Property Improvement (Ireland) Acts, 
for the improvement or building of dwellings for labourers, as if they were owners 
within the meaning of the Act 10 Vic., c. 32, sec. 7. No loan was sanctioned under 
the 19tli section ot the Land Law Act, within the year ending 31st March, 1893. Two 
hundred and sixty-loans, amounting to £15,275, have been sanctioned under the Act 
since it came into operation, the instalments issued amounting to £13,880. 

Advances for this purpose are also made under section 31 of the Land Law Act, 1881. 
See Table of Expenditure under this section, p. 36.

The number of fishing boats has decreased, the average number being 34. 

The fishermen consider the season not to have been successful, but as good as last 
year. The quantity of fish caught was a little less ; hut the price obtained was some- 
what better. 

The local line fishing has been good. 

The herring fishing has been almost nil, and no mackerel were caught. 

There were no lobsters nor crabs, but a fair number of prawns. 

Rowth Harbour.

The Belfast and County Down Railway Company’s passenger steamers made 51 calls, 
and landed 6,459 passengers from May to September. The number of boats that made 
the harbour head quarters for fishing purposes for the past year was 935. These were 
principally small boats or yawls. The number of fish caught was 6,996 score, realizing 
£622 195. Id. 
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Ardglass Harbour. 

Herring fishing commenced here on 2nd June last, and continued up to 27th July, 
being the shortest season for many years past. The total capture for this year was 
1,690 mease (7,651 mease less than for the previous year), and the estimated amount 
realized was £1,334 15s. 4c/. The prices during the season ranged from 40s. down to 
9s. per uiease, the average price being 15s. 9c/., or 3s. 5c/. per mease over the average 
price of last year. The boats fishing from this harbour numbered 25 Scotch, 5 Manx, ’6 
English, and 37 Irish, in all 73 boats, being 57 less than the total for the previous 
year. The capture of herrings was about 23 mease per boat during the season, lasting 
for 55 days against 72 mease per boat for last season, lasting for 103 days. This was 
considered the worst and shortest season for herring fishing during the last 25 years. 

During this year hand line fishing was carried on by 8 yawls at all seasonable times, 
but o-wing to the great scarcity of fish and the very unsettled state of the weather all 
through the winter this class of fishermen had a very bad time and were notable to make 
ends meet. About 14 of the larger sized herring boats belonging to the district were 
engaged trawling before and after the herring season and at suitable times all through 
the winter, but the quantity of fish captured was very much under former years, and 
the fishermen complain bitterly of the great injury done by the steam trawlers in 
tearing up and destroying the fishing grounds and the spawning grounds all along the 
coast. The total quantity of mixed fish sold at this port during the year was 52 tons 
(80 tons less than the previous year), and the estimated amount realized £765 165. 6 d. 
(£1,050 19s. 4 d. less than last year.) It will be seen by the foregoing details that the 
fishing industry was a failure all round along this coast during the past year. 

Shipping of all kinds to and from the Port of Ardglass during the year ending on 
31st March, 1898. 

Three sailing vessels, registered tonnage 204, arrived and discharged, 420 tons coal. 

Seven steamers, registered tonnage 420, arrived and discharged, 980 tons coal.

Seven pleasure steamers, registered tonnage 69-t, from Belfast, with 
passenges and back, and also coasting about this harbour.

In addition to the above, eight tug boats called for shelter or for orders, and six 
sailing vessels for shelter ; also a good number of fishing boats from Scotland on their 
passage to and from the South and West of Ireland fishing grounds.

There was a heavy falling off (1,554 tons) in the export of potatoes. This was caused 
by the Railway Company and the Belfast steamers having a through rate to different 
ports satisfactory to potato merchants. The coal imported was 55 tons less, and in 
sundries 43 tons," in all 1,652 tons less than last year (1896-7.)
